London.—A strange p eop le, living 
in h oles in th e grou nd, descendants <»f 
a race so far antedating th e Arabs in 
North Africa th at its origin is lost in 
antiqu ity were fou nd by Horace D. 
Ash ton, a fellow of th e Roy al Geog­ 
rap h ical society and a member of th e 
Ex p lorers* club, « luring h is travels a 
y ear ago Into th e u nfrequ ented lo­ 
calities of Africa a few h u ndred miles 
sou th of th e Mediterranean coast. Mr. 
Ash ton calls th ese p eop le th e Trog­ 
lody tes, a word meaning cave dwellers, 
of 
Sou th ern 
Tu nisia. 
Th eir 
h ead­ 
qu arters is in a section 300 miles sou th 
of th e site <»f ancient Carth age, in 
th e h ills known as th e Matmnta p la­ 
teau . 
“Th ere 
are 
p ractically 3 0 ,0 0 0 of 
th ese cave dwellers.” say s Mr. Ash ton 
in describing some of th eir p eculiar!- i 
ties in th e travel bu lletin issu ed by th e ; 
French government tou rist office tit 342 
Madison 
av enue. 
“ No dou bt, 2 .0 0 0 
y ears ago th ey were living a p n^o-n! 
life in tents at th e footh ills, but th e 
armies of th e Caesars, after conqu er­ 
ing Carth age swep t sou th and men­ 
aced th em so th at th ey took refu ge in 
th e rocky h illtop s, wh ere th ey du g 
th emselves in between lay ers of rock. 
“Today most of th em live ju st as 
th e invaders left th em, as th ese refu ge 
caves solved a great p roblem In h ou se 
constru ction in a p lace wh ere th ere is 
p ractically no wood. 
Utilizing one 
stratu m of h ard r 
as a tioor and th e 
one above as a ceiling, th ey dig ch am­ 
bers into th e comp aratively soft marl 
between, wh ose dimensions are about 
20 feet long. 3 feet wide and with 
ceilings forming a p erfect arch 3 feet 
h igh , th e wh ole finish ed with a cru de 
cement and th en wh itewash ed.” 


No Fu rn itu re in Homes. 
Many of th e h ou ses, according to 
Mr. Ash ton, contain several ch ambers, 
some op ening from th e main room, 
bu t often with indep endent entrances, 
ex cep t in th e case of th e h arems, or 
women's qu arters. 
Fu rnitu re is vir­ 
tu ally absent. Th e bed is really a p lat­ 
form or sh elf in th e far end of th e 
room. ab< ;t th ree feet above th e level 
of th e tioor. 
In only one h ou se did 
Mr. Ash ton see a table, and th at wa­ 
in th e h ome of Sh eik Moh ammed Lafot 
of lmirat. He h ad a p lain table, up »a 
wh ich were h is p ap ers and some p h o­ 
tograp h s sent by former visitors. 
Along th e side walls of th e occup ied 
rooms are divans, up on wh ich th e 
o c­ 
cu p ants sit, as th ere are no ch airs. 
In 
th e women’s qu arters will be found 
looms and earth en bowls in wh ich th e 
native dish es are p rep ared. Th ere art1 
also many h u ge jars filled with olive 
oil, dates, figs and oth er stap le fo o ds. 
“As th e variou s towns are u su ally 
du g into th e conical h ills, comp osed of 
a su ccession of strata sometimes ris- 
ine to a h eigh t of 
feet,” say s Mr. 
Ash ton, "th » 1 streets arc arranged like 
terraces or h u ge step s, cu lminating in 
a citadel on th e su mmit, wh ich served 
as a storeh ou se and p lace of refu ge in 
i lie frequ ent wars wh ich p revailed 
u ntil 
th e 
coming 
of th e p acify ing 
French influence. 
Looking ou t from 
o ne of th ese c ita del toward th e op ­ 
p osite mou ntains, th e view greatly re­ 
sembles th at of th e region of th e 
Grand Cany on of th e Colorado, as th e 
erosion and coloring are mu ch th e 
« ame. 
Cave Town of M atm ata, 
■’Six ty miles sou th of th e cave town 
of Medenine is th e strangest p lace o f 
all. th at of Matmata. 
Wh ile th e in­ 
h abitants ap p ear to be of similar race, 
th eir h ou ses are great wells, wh ich dot 
th e valley as far as th e ey e can see. 
Su rrou nded on all sides by low mou n­ 
tains, on top of th e loftiest of wh ich 
can be seen th eir ancient fortresses 
and citadels, th o valley of Matmata 
covers more th an th ree squ are miles. 
It p resents to th e ey e of th e stru ng *r 
a most astonish ing sigh t, for th e wh ole 
tioor o f th e valley is dotted with th e 
op enings of h u ge circu lar wells, abou t 
00 or 7 0 feet in diameter, op en to th e 
sky and abou t 30 feet deep . 
“In all th e valley th ere are only 
th ree buildings, and th ey h ave only re­ 
cently been bu ilt by th e French —a 
sch ool, a mosqu e and a market. 
\ et 
in th is valley are ss’d to dwell more 
th an 12.000 sou ls with ou t a single tent 
or h ou se as we know th e word. 
“Th eir strange su bterranean ho m es 
are entered th rou gh dark, slop ing tu n­ 
nels, u su ally branch ing off into small 
stables on th e way , and op ening finally 
into a circu lar cou rty ard. 30 feet be­ 
low th e« .level, arou nd th e vertical sides 
of wh ich are du g th e rooms of th e oc­ 
cu p ants. 
"Some of th ese dwellings are qu ite 
sp aciou s, o ften consisting <»f a series 
of wells, entered from th e first by con­ 
n e c tin g p assages. Th ese wells are th e 
h arems or dwellings of married sons 
or relativ es. 
Here in Matmata th ere 
h as sp ru ng u p of necessity a distinct 
code of etiqu ette, wh ich forbids th e 
ap p roach of any one to th e u p p er edg * 
of one of th ese walls, for th ese p eop le 
are all Moslems and are ex tremely 
fanatical, gu arding very strictly th eir 
women from th e gnze of all men.”

Troglodytes of North Africa 
Antedate the Arabs. 


London.—A strange people, living 
in holes in the ground, descendants <>£ 
a race so fur antedating the Arabs in 
North Africa th at its origin Is lost In 
antiquity were found by Horace LL 
Ashton, a fellow of the Royal Geog­ 
raphical society and a member of the 
Explorers’ club, during his travels a 
year ago Into the unfrequented lo­ 
calities of Africa a few hundred miles 
south of the Mediterranean coast. Mr. 
Ashton calls these people the Trog­ 
lodytes, a word meaning cave dwellers, 
of 
Southern 
Tunisia. 
Their 
head­ 
quarters is in a section Boti miles south 
of the site of ancient Carthage, In 
the hills known as the Matmnta pla­ 
teau. 
“There 
are 
practically 
30,000 
of 
these cave dwellers,** says Mr. Ashton 
in describing some of their peculiari­ 
ties in the travel bulletin issued by the 
French government tourist office at 342 
Mad leon avenue. 
“ *.’<» doubt, 2,000 
years ago they were living a pasto-nl 
life In tents at the foothills, hut the 
armies of the Caesars, after conquer­ 
ing Carthage swept south and men­ 
aced them so that they took refuge in 
the rocky hilltops, where they dug 
themselves In between layers of rock. 
“Today most of them live just as 
the invaders left them, as these refuge 
caves solved a great problem In house 
construction in a place where there is 
practically no wood. 
Utilizing one 
stratum of hard r<> 
as a floor and Die 
one above as a ceiling, they dig cham­ 
bers Into the comparatively soft marl 
between, whose dimensions are about 
20 feet long. 8 feet wide and with 
ceilings forming a perfect arch 8 f**c*t 
high. the whole finished with a crude 
cement and then whitewashed.” 
No Furniture in Homes. 
Many of the houses, according to 
Mr. Ashton, contain several chambers, 
some opening from the main room, 
but often with independent entrances, 
except in the case of the harems, or 
women’s quarters. 
Furniture is vir­ 
tually absent. The bed is really a plat­ 
form or shelf in the far end of the 
room, aln it three feet above the level 
of the floor. 
In only one house did 
Mr. Ashton see a table, and that was 
in the home of .Sheik Mohammed Lafet 
of Ihiirnt. He had a plain table, upon 
which were his papers and some pho­ 
tographs sent by former visitors. 
Along the side walls of tile occupied 
rooms are divans, upon which the oc­ 
cupants sit. as there are no chairs. 
Iii 
the women’s quarters will be found 
looms and earthen howls In which the 
native dishes are prepared. 
There are 
also many huge jars tilled with olive 
oil, dates, figs and other staple foods. 
“As the various towns are usually 
(lug into the conical nills, composed of 
a succession of strata sometimes ris­ 
ing to a height of 1,000 feet,” says Mr. 
Ashton, "the streets are arranged ilk*, 
terraces or huge steps, culminating in 
a citadel on the summit, which served 
as a storehouse and place of refuge in 
Hie frequent 
wars 
which 
prevailed 
until 
the 
coining 
of the pacifying 
French Influence. 
Looking out from 
one of these c ita d e l toward the op­ 
posite mountains, the view greatly re­ 
sembles that of the region of the 
G rand-Canyon of tin* Colorado, as the 
erosion and coloring are much the 
same. 
Cave Town of Matmata. 
•Sixty miles south of the cave town 
of Medenine is the strangest place of 
all, that of Matmata. 
While the in­ 
habitants appear to he of similar race, 
their bouses are great wells, which dot 
the valley as far as the eye can see. 
Surrounded on all sides by low moun­ 
tains, on top of the loftiest of which 
can be seen their ancient fortresses 
and citadels, the valley of Matmata 
coven more than three square miles. 
It presents to the eye of the stronger 
a most astonishing sight, for tho whole 
floor of the valley Is dotted with Hie 
openings of huge circular wells, about 
Od or TO feet In diameter, open to tile 
sky and about 30 feet deep.

Silk -Pro d a cing W o rm 


A curious sort of silk -p roducing cat­ 
erp illar was not long ago Introduced 
to the world. 
In Assam, where the 
natives call it “eri,“ it has. been used 
for silk sp inning for centuries; but, 
strange to say , Its emp loy ment for 
the p urp ose has been restricted almost 
ex clusively to that region. 
The Brit­ 
ish government in India, however, has 
tak en step s to ex tend the utilization 
of this caterp illar, with a view to p ro­ 
ducing its silk on a large scale. 
One 
of Its advantages Is that its cocoons 
are not sealed, lik e those of the or­ 
dinary silk worm. 
The larva leaves 
one end of its cocoon closed only with 
converging loop s of silk .

In the field of medicine and surgery . 
It has been established that men to­ 
day are living 10 to 15 y ears longer 
than those of 50 and 
75 y ears ago and 
their energies and usefulness have 
been ex tended fully 15 y ears. 
This is due to the fact tlrat mothers 
are dressing more sensibly and tak ing 
to athletics 
and 
outdoor 
ex ercises, 
homes are better ventilated and more 
sanitary , p eop le tak e better care of 
their teeth, stomach and foot and have 
p hy sicians, surgeons or dentists mak e 
needed rep airs. 
Some of the other p rincip al p oints 
brought out at the sessions and clinic 
of the American College of Surgeons, 
held In Chicago recently , were: 
Cancer may be k illed by “cook ing” 
the cells with electricity , using a ma­ 
chine of low voltage with a high fre­ 
quency current. This is esp ecially use­ 
ful when cancers are 
so located that 
an op eration is imp ossible. 
Ex hibited at one clinic was a man 
who carries around with him 78 feet 
of p iano 
wire,

General use of electrically driven 
machines and saws for trep hining and 
other bone op erations Is rep lacing the 
mallet and chisel and old-fashioned 
saw. 
Tliis hastens the op eration and 
saves the p atient much of the shock . 
Several ex hibits were of “human 
carp entry ,” 
such 
as 
brok en 
bones 
screwed together with metal p lates, 
torn tendons rep laced with silk , cl ins 
straightened and reup holstered, 
new 
ey ebrows, new noses made from the 
sk in of the forearm grown over a 
chick en bone or eartllege and a jaw, 
rebuilt with a U-shap ed hone tak en 
from the p elvis region. 
This grafted 
bone was p added with fat and sk in 
was grafted over it, mak ing a very 
serviceable jaw of p rop er lines. 
The tibia is the most useful bone in 
the human body for rep air work . 
It 
can easily sp are quite a large section 
of itself and will when p laced in 
other p arts quick ly assume the shap e 
of the original bone. 
Consequently 
when a surgeon starts In to rebuild a 
brok en man he calls up on the tibia for 
his basic material.

Them. 


Wonderful strides are being made 
in the field of medicine and surgery. 
It has been established that men to­ 
day are living IO to 15 years longer 
than those of 50 and 75 years ago and 
their energies and 
usefulness have 
been extended fully 15 years. 
This is due to the fact tlrat mothers 
are dressing more sensibly and taking 
to athletics 
and outdoor exercises, 
homes ore better ventilated and more 
sanitary, people take better care of 
their teeth, stomach and feet and have 
physicians, surgeons or dentists make 
needed repairs. 
Some of the ether principal points 
brought out at the sessions and clinic 
of the American College of Surgeons, 
held In Chicago recently, were: 
Cancer may he killed by ‘‘cooking’’ 
the cells with electricity, using a ma­ 
chine of low voltage with a high fre­ 
quency current. This is especially use­ 
ful when cancers are sn located that 
an operation Is impossible. 
Exhibited at one clinic was a man 
who carries around with him 78 feet

wrapped with wire, his health has 
greatly Improved. 
General use of electrically driven 
machines and saws for trephining and 
other hone operations is replacing the 
mallet and chisel anti old-fashioned 
saw. 
This hastens the operation and 
saves the patient much of the shock. 
Several exhibits were of "human 
carpentry,” 
such 
as 
broken 
bones 
screwed together with metal plates, 
torn tendons replaced with silk, cl in* 
straightened and reupholstered, new 
eyebrows, new noses made from the 
skin of the forearm grown over a 
chicken bone or cartilege and a jaw, 
rebuilt with a U-shaped bone taken 
from the pelvis region. 
This grafted 
hone was padded with fat and skin 
was grafted over it, making a very 
serviceable Jaw of proper lines. 
The tibia is the most useful bone In 
the human body for repair work. 
It 
can easily spare quite a lnrge section 
of itself and will 
when placed in 
other parts quickly assume the shape 
of the original hone. 
Consequently 
when a surgeon starts In to rebuild a 
broken man he calls upon the tibia for 
his basic material.

Is seldom that any harmful bacteria 
will be present that cannot be rather 
easily destroyed. The greatest danger 
In drinking water of unknown purity 
is from diseases of the typhoid fever 
and cholera group, that are caused by 
nou-spoTP-forniing organisms and can 
be easily killed as compared to many 
entirely harmless bacteria. 
It la for 
this reason that the simple Iodine 
treatment Is so effective.—By Science 
Service.
